Most people know thatin 
order to collect social se- 
curity benefits for each 
month In the year, they 
must limit their earnings 
to $1200 for that year. 

What many people donot 
seem to realize that 
even if one is over 65 and 
still earning more than 
$1200 a year, it is possi- 
ble that some social se- 
curity benefits can be paid. 
For each $2 of earnings 
over $1200, only $1 of a 
beneficiary's social secur- 
yments is withheld. 
rnings above $1700, 
in social security ben- 
ts is withheld for each 
$1 in earnings, 

However, regardless of 
total earnings for a year, 
he claimant can receive 
full benefits for any month 
in which he earned $100 
or less, and did not ‘‘ren- 
der substantial services’’ 
in self-employment. An ap- 
plication must, of course, 
be filed before any bene- 
fits can be paid. 

Therefore, if you are 
over 65 and still working, 
you should definitely con- 
sult your social security 
district office at 404 South 
Oates Street in Dothan, Al- 
abama.

Dr. C,D, McLeod, coun- 
ty health officer, Monday 
named J, E, Foster, Har- 
vey J, Locklar, Ned Young 
and Wilson Dyes tothe tem- 
porary assignments. Dr. 
McLeod said the educators 
will conduct several hun- 
dred house-to-house inter-~ 
views. The callers will 
question parents about 
their children’s protection 
against diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough, tetanus, polio 
and smallpox, 

The survey, to last two 
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weeks, is the first part of 
4 program sponsored by 
the Coffee County Health 
Department in cooperation 
with the Alabama De- 
partment of Public Health, 
Field agents will return to 
areas of low protection 
after immunization levels 
are found to do follow-up 
work, the health officer 
said,
